Tbo heavens wore us black «« night and 


. the wind blew with tbe most frightful 


velocity. 
Whole rows of trees were 


blown down. Following tbls hundreds 
of bouses were unroofed, partially blown 
over and completely demolished, and 
worse than all w.« the visitation of death. 


Largo districts in several sections »f 


tbe city are In absolute ruin, and women 
and children arc In the streets crying anil 
wringing their hands in absolute dismay. 
Tbe damage will reach hundreds ot 
thousands of dollars. P»»«cnger trains 
and locomotives at the depot wereblqwn 
over and every wire In tbe pity, electric 
light, telephone and telegraph Ig down. 
The devastation Is to be compared wltb 
nothing io tbe. memory of tbe oldest 
Inhabitant. 
Everybody Is rejoicing 


that no Ores •• yet have taken place for 
the streets are impassable with trees and 
fallen buildings and tbo engines could 
not be drawn through them. 


The total death lid, so far as ascer- 


tained, is- twelve. Four men are known 
to be killed at the Hazard Wire Hope 
works. A bouse on Scull street, occu- 
pied by miners, who had just returned 
from work, fell In and tbree Inmates 
were killed. Tbe huge stacks of the 
Kytle planing mill fell on a man and two 
horses, and all were killed. A little col-

BOSTON. August 10. , One of the moil 


disastrous railroad accidents that ever 
occurred In tho vicinity .of Boston and 
one that rivals tbo famous Wollaston 
disaster of October 6,1878, occurred this 
afternoon' on the same - road, the'6ld 
Colony, and very near the same locality. 
In the Wollastoo disaster fifteen were 
killed nod nearly 150 Injured. To-day 
IS persons were killed and 22 seriously 
injured, three fatally and several more 
sustaining slight injuries. 


Tbe train wrecked to-day was the 


Wood's Iloll cxpVess which is due at 
1.00 p. m. It consisted of a locomotive, 
baggage car, smoker, Pullman car *nd 
four ordinary coaches, heavily loaded. 
The' train had piuscd Qulncy station 
running ten mites an'hour and just be- 
yond President's bridge the engine left 
the track, from a cause at present un- 
detciuilncd.and plunged over an embank- 
ment twelve feet high, the tender, bag 
gage car, smoker and Pullman p«««(n 
by the engine and were stretched along 
fora distance of 100 feet beside the 
track. Tbe foremost puscnger coach 
left

The lower portion WM torn to pieces 


and of the passengers In the car. some 
fifteen In- number, many were thrown 
Into a corner from which eleven dead 
bodies were afterwards taken out. Tbe 
escaping steam and smoke from the en- 
gine instantly filled the car.

The wreck completely blocked traffic 


all day and night. Only three persons 
on the train ahesid ot the puaenger 
coaches were Injured., These were tbe 
fireman, wuo WM instantly killed and 
burled under the engine and the engineer 
and Pullman Conductor. Benson, who 
were both bully Injured. In the three 
rear passenger coaches ' the occupants 
received no woi^e Injuiy than a slight 
shaking up. The first p* inger coach 
WM the principal scene of-death and 
agony and tbe experiences of tbe un- 
lucky occupants were probably aever 
exceeded In horror and suffering In • any 
railroad accident of recent yean.
